THE EVILS OF GIVING. 
"rom the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
In a surprisingly 
frank 
statement, ac­ 
companying a report of disbursements of 
$57,938,846 by the Carnegie corporation 
for the 10-year period between 1911 and 
1922, Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, acting presi­ 
dent, declares that the operation of these 
huge charitable trusts involves good as well 
as evil, and at times the 
latter may even 
outweigh the former. 
He says: 
There is in all giving the ever-pres­ 
ent danger of giving unwisely and in 
such manner as to demoralize rather 
than stimulate the causes which seek 
for aid. It is not possible to make a 
grant of considerable 
size to 
any 
agency, without complex effects, some 
of which can scarcely be anticipated. 
All giving, like all accomplishments in­ 
tended 
for 
human betterment, cuts 
more than one way. 
Oftentimes, the 
by-products of giving, even of giving 
to a good cause, result in social toxins 
which do enough harm to more than 
counteract the benefit that may come 
from the original gift. 
Looking over the last two decades, 
it seems clear that college giving on 
the part of the great foundations cre­ 
ated by Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Rocke­ 
feller has acted as a great stimulus in 
the upbuilding of our colleges, but has 
at the same time been partly respon­ 
sible for by-products 
that 
were not 
anticipated and that can scarcely be 
regarded as benefits. 
He cites particularly the overemphasis 
which large endowments have given to the 
matter of college 
education 
when many 
young men and young women “would find 
their greatest usefulness and their greatest 
happineess in other vocations than those to 
be sought through college attendance. 
He 
asserts, too, that wholesale college giving 
and wholesale 
college 
begging in recent 
years have eliminated the scholarly college 
president and substituted men whose chief 
qualification is skill at money-getting. Per­ 
haps Dr. Pritchett’s most significant state­ 
ment is: 
Somebody must sweat blood with 
gift money if its 
effect 
is not to do 
more harm than 
good, 
and this is 
equally true 
whether 
the giving be 
private or public, whether it be done 
by an individual or by a trust. 
When one looks back to the hearing be­ 
fore the federal industrial relations com­ 
mission on the Rockefeller Foundation in 
1915 and rereads the assurances of Rocke- 
J 
feller, Jr., Charles W. Eliot mid others that 
no dangers would 
attend the creation of 
these beneficient trusts. Dr. Pritchett’s 
commends, based on experience, are all the 
more remarkable.

Students of the times cannot fail to ob­ 
serve the unwise 
and 
expanding lavish- 
ment of private funds upon all manner of 
charitable objects and the rapid growth of 
new professional classes subsisting upon 
the distribution of such benefactions.

NEW YORK, April 21.—More col­ 
lege undergraduates than ever before 
are planning this summer to earn 
themselves a vacation in Europe. 
Up to the present time trans-Atlan­ 
tic steamship lines, both passenger 
and freight, have received over 1,000 
applications from college men for op­ 
portunities to work their way across 
the ocean, for study and pleasure. 
Each season students have crossed 
on freighters as hostlers and cattle 
tenders, but this year's unusual de­ 
mand for menial tasks is attributed 
to a desire to see Europe stimulated 
by the stories told by returning trav­ 
elers. 
Although most of the applications 
have come from individual students, 
seeking jobs as stewards, deck hands, 
painters, and kitchen police, a con­ 
certed movement has been started at 
Dartmouth 
through 
the 
college 
Travel Club. 
It is expected that ap­ 
proximately IOO undergraduates, with 
scant funds, will leave Hanover, N. 
H., for a summer in Europe earned 
by their 
brows. 
Thirty-four 
Dart­ 
mouth men crossed the ocean last 
year. In addition to the “work-your- 
way” expedition of the Travel Clpb, 
the Dartmcuth Outing Club and sev­ 
eral Instructors are conducting Euro­ 
pean tours, and many students of suf­ 
ficient means will 
make 
the 
trip 
alone 
It is estimated that 500 Dart­ 
mouth men, or one-quarter of the col­ 
lege enrollment, will spend the com­ 
ing summer in Europe. 
The French steamships’ lines with 
terminals in New York have approxi­ 
mately 400 applications on file from 
colleges in various parts of the coun­ 
try, and expect 
many 
more later. 
English lines have among their ship 
personnel only British subjects and, 
therefore, are unable to accommodate 
American college students who want 
to work their w’ay to Europe. 
Steamship agencies here point out 
that the professional sailor is given 
the preference when it comes to en­ 
gaging as one of the crew’, and only a 
serious shortage 
in 
seamen would 
permit of an opportunity of working 
as an able bodied seamen. 
Even a 
job as waiter falls within the select 
class, as the transatlantic liners em­ 
ploy only experienced men. 
In the case of cattle attendants, the 
shippers, rather than the transport­ 
ing companies, select the men who 
are chosen as valets to the anima s 
shipped overseas. 
Such proposals as one line receiv­ 
ed from a western college glee club, 
suggesting concerts, and others from 
various students offering to give ama­ 
teur vaudeville performances in ex­ 
change for passage abroad, were re­ 
jected by one large steamship com­ 
pany on the ground that their lines 
“were run for payment, rather than 
entertainm ent.”

among them, the precedent set dur­ 
ing the period of the slave trade for 
seizure outside the three mile limit 
of slave ships, and that the methods 
had been found unfeasible under in­ 
ternational law*.

the result of treaties concluded at 
various times between the 
United 
States and Great Britain. Inasmuch, 
however, as the British government 
has declined to enter into a similar 
treaty for the purpose of suppressing 
the traffic in alcoholic liquors,

search and seizure of rum vessels in 
the view of the United States gove n- 
ment would not be legal. 
It w’as also pointed out that the 
treaties of slave days conferred no 
jurisdiction on local courts of either 
of the contracting parties to deter­ 
mine whether the ships belonging to 
the nationals of the other party were 
subject to seizurj and confiscation. 
Therefore, under the present circum­ 
stances even if British ships were 
seized outside the three mile limit by 
American courts which would have 
no authority under treaty rights to 
try the cases.

DUESSELDORF, April 
27.—Five 
separate 
bomb explosions on the 
Ruhr railroads during the night cut 
railway, 
telegraph 
and 
telephone 
communications, temporarily disor­ 
ganizing traffic. 
French headquar­ 
ters said the explosions had caused 
the most serious damage since the 
beginning of occupation. 
During the confusion the Germans 
made a series of efforts to run the 
customs barrier into interior Ger­ 
many, but large quantities of goods 
which the Germans were trying to

The explosions tore up sections of 
track and blew

Four New Members Were

Asserts Such a Step W’ould 
Give Moral Support 
of Nation.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Discus­ 
sion of the jurisdiction of the United 
States beyond the three mile limit at 
sea, upon which opposing view’s w'ere 
presented by speakers at the opening 
session, held first place on the pro­ 
gram for today’s session of the Amer- 
ican'Bociety of International Law. 
Another address on the proposal 
for American membership in the per­ 
manent court of international justice 
following that delivered at the open­ 
ing session last night by Elihu Root, 
p-esident of the society, w ill be made 
at tonight’s 
session 
by 
Secretary 
Hughes, w’ho is expected to present 
in some detail the administration’s 
attitude on the question. 
Declaring his support of President 
Harding’s stand for American parti­ 
cipation in the court, Mr. Root said 
the proposal devolved really on a 
question of moral support “for the 
same kind of court w’hich our govern­ 
ment has been urging for a genera­ 
tion.’’ 
The court, he said, presents the 
“highest point yet reached by agree­ 
ment of the nations in affording the 
same substitution for war by judicial 
decision of international cases that 
has been so effective in doing away 
with private war among individuals.’’ 
He saw its chief value as an instru­ 
ment for the development of interna­ 
tional law', asserting that he looked 
forward with confidence to the time 
when such law' will declare “all wars 
of aggression to be criminal viola­ 
tions of the law of nations.

year. Missouri Chief Josephine, now 
dead, produced over 26,000 pounds of 
milk annually, while in Oregon they 
have a cow which has a record of 
35,000 pounds of milk. This increase, 
he said, was due to the science of 
breeding and feeding. 
In the poultry industry, he stated, 
the production has been increased 
also, the old hen in its natural state, 
he said, laid enough eggs for her 
body to cover and hatch once a year, 
while at the present time the aver­ 
age hen in Missouri lays 56 eggs a 
year, and under good management, 
with the proper feeding and breeding 
have produced from 150 to 300 per 
lear. 
In Washington state at the 
present time, there is a hen with a 
record of 336 eggs a year, Mr, Nay­ 
lor stated. 
He spoke on the work of the Unit 
ed States Bureau of Agriculture, and 
of the budget of $36,000,000 allowed

was allowed $336,000000, the navy 
$325,000,000, and the department of 
commerce $52 000,000, showing that 
the agriculture department had less 
money to use,

fT 'R Y cooking onion* next time tn 
a double boiler in skim milk. 
Add butter and salt when the on­ 
ion* are tender and serve at once. 
When opening a large bottle of 
olives,

before all are used, take out the 
desired amount and pour over the 
top two or three tablespoonfuls of 
oil. 
The oil seals and keeps them 
from molding. 
A screw that is rusty or a nail 
which is obstinate about being re- I 
moved may be encouraged with a 
few drops of oil and a heated 
screwdriver. 
When putting a nail 
into hardwood dip it In oil and it 
will drive much easier. 
When using cleaning powder on 
w ater faucets be careful to keep 
the gritty 
substance away from 
the Joints. 
The powder is liable to 
cut away the threads as the faucet 
is turned frequently. 
In peeling onions do them nnder 
w ater and save the annoyance of 
shedding tears. 
Windows washed in clean soft 
water with a little bluing, using a 
chamois skin for washing and a dry 
one for wiping, will be shining and 
bright.

Ruth'# Connection With Naomi 
(Chapter 1 :1-15). On account of famine 
in Bethlehem of Judah, Naomi with her 
husband and two sons sojourned in the 
land of Moab. After the death of her 
husband her two sons married Moablt- 
lsh women. After a time her sons died 
also. 
After the death of her sons 
Naomi resolved to return to her home­ 
land, having heard that the Lord had 
visited His people in giving them 
bread. 
They went to Moab to escape 
trouble but only got into more. 
It 
wa* not until Naomi wa* thus chas­ 
tised that she resolved to return. 
Naomi had the good sense to recognize 
that the hand of the Lord was upon 
her for good. 
When the time came 
for her to go Ruth and Orpah accom­ 
panied her, for a distance. 
This she 
permitted but determined to place be­ 
fore them frankly the difficulties which 
would necessarily confront them. 
It 
was this frank presentation of the dif­ 
ficulties and her repeated urging them 
to go back that called forth from Ruth 
the expression of her noble choice. 
« 
II. 
Ruth’s Noble Choice (1:16-18). 
Much as Naomi loved her daughters-in- 
law, she would not have them go Into 
this matter blindly. She told them the 
worst that could come upon them. This 
principle ought to be carried out by us 
in all our relations in life. 
In busi­ 
ness the spirit of frankness should be 
manifest. 
At home we should deal 
with each other in the most straight­ 
forward way. 
The same thing should 
characterize 
our 
behavior 
in 
the 
church and society. Note the difficulty 
which confronted R u th : 
1. 
No Chance to Marry Again. 
Naomi told her that she had no more 
sons for w horn she could walt. In that 
day to be unmarried was the greatest 
disgrace. 
Society differed then from 
now. 
2. 
She Must Renounce Her Gods. 
Her idolatrous worship could not be 
carried on in the land where God s 
people dwelt. 
This was delicately 
touched upon when Orpah went back 
(v. 15). Orpah went back when it was 
plain there was no chance to get a 
husband. 
Now Naomi puts an addi­ 
tional test upon Ruth, that of giving 
up her religion. Ruth was equal to the 
occasion. 
Her mind was fully made 
up. 
She was willing to accept as her 
God the one who was able to produce 
In his subjects the nobility of character 
she had observed in Naomi. 
Naomi’s 
very frankness in dealing with her 
caused Ruth to be more determined to 
cast her lot with her. 
Ruth's position 
was so definite and unfaltering that 
the very expressions have come down 
to us in words which "no poetry has 
out-rivaled, and no pathos has ex­ 
ceeded, and which has gone through 
centuries with the music that will not 
let them be forgotten.” 
She was de­ 
termined to share Naomi’s journey, her 
home, her lodge, her lot in life, and her 
grave in death, whatever that would 
be. 
To crown It all she would re­ 
nounce her heathen gods and worship 
Jehovah, 
III. Blessings Which Attended Ruth's 
Faithfulness. 
Ruth was never sorry 
for her choice, because—* 
1. 
She Found the True God (1:16). 
Instead of her heathen gods who were 
unable to help her she now had a 
living God, the God of Israel, as her 
God. 
2. 
She 
Found 
Human 
Friends. 
(Chapter 2). 
As she went to glean In 
the field she was led to the field of 
Boaz, a man of wealth and grace. The 
servants of Boaz treated her with con­ 
sideration. 
Even Boaz gave instruc­ 
tions for special consideration to be 
given her. 
3. 
A Good Husband and a Happy 
Home (3-4). 
She not only secured a 
'lasband, but a man of God who had 
sn abundance of this world's goods. 
4. 
An Honored Place In the Israel­ 
i t e Nation (4:13-17). 
Though she 
had to forsake her own people she be­ 
came one of a nobler people. 
5. 
She Became a Link in the Chain 
of Christ's Ancestry (4:18-22 compare 
Matthew 1:5). The one who fully de­ 
cides for Christ and gives up all for 
him shall get a hundred-fold In this 
life, and In the world to come, eternal 
life.
